^  Released  into  eireiilation  in  the  mid  I96()'s  and  197()'s, 
sih  er  Kennedy  halt' dollars  represent  the  end  of  an  era  in 
eireiilating  silver  US  eoins. 

Additionally,  these  early  hakes  are  significantly  more  valuable  than 
today's  modern  half  dollars. 

The  opportunity  to  you  is  most  people  don’t  realize,  or  remember,  they 
contain  a  large  amount  of  silver.  Lets  start  with  the  first  year  1964,  a  very 
special  year.  In  1964  the  new  silver  Kennedy  half  dollars  were  introduced 
and  contained  a  hefty  90%  silver  content.  The  minimum  value  is  $6.10 
each. 

These  halves  were  released  into  circulation  in  huge  numbers,  to  the  total  of 
over  429  million  pieces.  And  importantly,  quantities  are  still  with  us  today 
as  most  were  saved  in  remembrance  of  President  Kennedy's  assassination. 

.\  Change  In  Silver  Content 

The  following  years  however,  1965  through  1970  the  metal  alloy 
composition  w  as  changed  to  a  40%  silver  content  and  an  additional  total  of 
more  than  846  million  were  minted.  Minimum  value  of  these  is  $2,27  each 
with  silver  in  the  $16.09  per  ounce  range.  It  is  this  group  of  coins  that 

represent  the  real  opportunity  because . 1 97 1  is  the  pivotal  year  when  the 

metal  alloy  composition  was  changed  to  the  modern  Clad  alloy,  a  copper 
core  sandwiched  between  outer  layers  of  copper-nickel.  These  later  modern 
halves  contained  no  silver. 

Today's  Silver  Opportunity 

And  that  brings  us  to  today,  where  the  situation  is....  in  many  peoples 
holdings  the  silver  halves  are  casually  grouped  together  with  clad  coinage. 
Not  realizing  the  value  of  the  silver  halves  they  occasionally  slip  back  into 
circulation  by  spending  or  exchanging  them  for  cash  at  the  bank. 

Take  the  initiative,  visit  the  lobby  of  your  bank  and  obtain  rolls  of  half 
dollars.  Give  them  a  thorough  search  for  the  silver  Kennedy  half  dollars. 
Furthermore,  should  you  find  any  US  halves  dated  1964  and  prior, 
congratulations,  all  are  90%  silver  and  w  orth  at  least  $6. 1 0  each,  some  even 
more  valuable  as  collectibles.  As  you  hopefully  begin  to  find  a  few  silver 
halves,  the  task  does  become  easier.  There  is  a  slight  color  difference 
between  the  clad  and  silver  halves  and  your  eyes  quickly  adjust  to  detect 
the  variance. 
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W  iden  your  net.  \  isil  many  of  your  loeal  banks,  and  seareh  through  the 
tloating  supply  of  half  dollars  in  your  area,  't’ou  Just  may  end  up  w  ith  your 
own  box  of \aluable  old  eoins.  d  he  Silver  Kennedy  half  dollars  are  out 
there,  in  the  millions,  w  aiting  for  you  to  diseover.  Are  any  worth  more  than 
silver  \alue?  An  exeellent  question,  and  the  answer  is  yes.  but.... 

I  he  Silver  Plus  Opportunity 

The  \alues  quoted  above  is  the  value  of  silver  in  the  eoin.  Dealers  and 
eolleetors  refer  to  this  as  the  bullion  value.  Silver  Kennedy  half  dollars  are 
worth  more  than  bullion  value  to  eolleetors  if.  and  this  is  important....  the 
eoin  is  “Uneireulated.”  This  is  a  eoin  best  deseribed  as  one  in  brand  new 
eondition.  with  no  sign  of  wear.  Most  silver  halv  es  you  find,  unfortunately, 
will  hav  e  slight  wear,  ev  ident  on  the  high  points  of  the  design.  However. 

1  am  sure  many  were  saved  eaeh  year  as  they  were  minted,  so  there  is 
always  the  possibility  of  finding  some  in  “Uneireulated"  eondition.  And  if 
the  eoin  is  outstanding  in  appearanee,  there  is  the  possibility  of  higher 
value. 

(ilrading  Condition  and  Looking  for  Uncirculated  Halves 

Examine  your  coins,  look  for  ev  idence  of  wear  on  the  high  points  of  the 
design,  most  notable  on  the  cheek  and  shield,  .lust  for  fun,  as  you  are 
looking  through  all  those  halves,  pick  out  a  example  of  each  date  and  mint 
mark  as  you  find  them. 

Mint  marks  are  used  to  indicate  the  branch  mint  that  produced  the  eoin. 
“D"  for  Denver,  “S”  for  San  Francisco  and  in  1980,  the  Philadelphia  mint 
began  using  a  “P”  mint  mark.  In  the  first  year  of  issue  -  1964.  the  mint 
mark  is  on  the  reverse,  a  “D"  indicates  the  Denver  mint.  If  your  half  is 
without  a  mint  mark  it  was  minted  at  the  Philadelphia  mint.  Starting  in 
1968  mint  marks  were  placed  on  the  obv  erse. 


Note:  the  San  Francisco  eoins  are  special  proof  eoins  packaged  and  issued 
as  collectibles.  It  is  doubtful  many  will  find  their  way  into  eireulation.  But 
there  is  always  that  ehanee. 

The  Kennedy  half  dollar  is  a  long  running  series  spanning  from  1964  to 
present.  As  an  added  benefit  you  can  assemble  an  extensive  Kennedy  half 
dollar  collection  of  your  own. 

After  pulling  the  eoins  you  want,  exchange  the  rest  for  more  unsearehed 
rolls  at  the  bank  and  continue  the  hunt  for  the  forgotten  Silver  Kennedv 
Half  Dollars.

In  this  analysis  I  used  eoins  within  the  same  date  range  that  eurrently  have 
similar  population  statisties.  Some  of  these  eoins  sold  for  the  priees  listed 
at  auetion  and  others  pri\'ately.

At  tirst  glanee  it  appears  as  if  Franklin  Half  Dollars  bring  higher  priees 
overall  eompared  to  all  four  other  eoin  series,  so  Franklin  Half  Dollars 
would  be  ranked  #  1.  Jefferson  Niekels  would  be  ranked  as  #  2  and 
W'ashington  Quarters  would  be  ranked  as  #  3.  Surprisingly,  Lineoln  Cents 
would  be  ranked  as  #  4  { 1  actually  thought  they  would  rank  1  or  2).  Finally, 
Roosevelt  Dimes  would  be  ranked  #5. 

However,  before  we  rate  these  five  different  series,  we  need  to  take  into 
aeeount  that  Washington  Quarters  are  the  only  series  in  this  group  that  do 
not  have  a  special  designation.  For  example,  Franklin  Half  Dollars  have  the 
FBL  (Full  Bell  Lines)  designation,  Roosevelt  Dimes  have  the  FB  (Full 
Bands)  designation,  Jefferson  Nickels  have  the  FS  ( Full  Steps)  designation 
and  the  Lincoln  Cents  have  the  BN  (Brown),  RB  (Red-Brown)  and  RD 
( Red)  designations. 

Initially,  PCGS  didn't  always  recognize  FB  on  dimes;  howexer,  once  we 
began  to  recognize  some  dimes  w  ith  the  FB  designation,  they  immediately 
commanded  much  higher  prices.  Furthermore,  for  the  Washington  Quarters 
series,  it  can  be  argued  that  priees  would  probably  be  significantly  higher 
if  we  were  to  have  a  special  designation  such  as  PL  (Proof-like)  or  Full 
Talons,  etc.  (This  is  Just  an  example,  as  we  are  not  planning  to  add  any 
special  designations  on  Washington  Quarters  now...  or  in  the  future). 
Another  point  that  needs  to  be  taken  into  aeeount  is  that,  for  some  series, 
small  increases  in  the  population  of  high  end  eoins  do  not  drastically  affect 
priees.  For  example,  if  a  Lincoln  C'ent  in  the  highest  grade  jumps  from  sa\ 
a  population  of  3  to  a  population  of  4.  priees  seem  tti  be  affected 
minimally.  Instead  of  the  coin  bringing  say  $17,500  as  a  pop  3  it  would 
probably  now  bring  $15,000  as  a  pi>p  4. 
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Thcrctbrc.  small  increases  in  population  figiiresdo  not  tend  toalTcet  Lincoln 
Cents  as  much  as  other  scries. Now  in  the  JelTerson  Nickel  series,  a 
population  increase  from  say  a  pop  2  to  a  pop  3  can  drastically  atTeet  the 
prices  ot  all  three  eoins  This  ehange  eould  bring  each  Jefferson  Nickel  from 
a  price  ol  say  $20, ()()()  dow  n  to  $12, ()()().  This  same  logie  seems  to  apply  to 
Roose\elt  Dimes  as  well.  And  as  far  as  Franklin  Half  Dollars  and 
Washington  Quarters,  in  my  e.xperience,  I  think  priees  are  somewhat 
attected  but  not  as  much  as  Jetterson  Nickels  or  Roosevelt  Dimes...  but  at 
the  same  time,  they  do  seem  to  be  affected  more  so  than  Lineoln  Cents. 

So,  tor  the  purposes  ot  this  article,  I  think  we  can  conclude  that  Lincoln 
Cents  ha\e  a  larger  audienee  than  Franklin  tJalf  Dollars.  At  the  same  time, 
franklin  tlalt  Dollars  bring  higher  prices  overall  than  the  four  other  series 
to  w  hieh  they  were  compared.  So  how  do  we  answer  the  original  question 
of  w  hich  coin  series  brings  the  highest  prices?  I  would  rate  them  in  this 
order: 

#1  Franklin  Halt  Dollars  #2  Jefferson  Nickels  #3  W^ashington  Quarters 
#4  Lincoln  Cents  #5  Roosevelt  Dime.  Ne.xt  time  we  will  eompare  some 
other  coin  series,  possibly  some  early  Wheat  Lincoln  Cents,  Buffalo 
Nickels,  Barber  Dimes,  Barber  Half  Dollars  and  some  Morgan  and  Peace 
Dollar.
